SERVICE THIS YEAR 


The Council of the Town of Dids- 
bury met in regular session in the 
town office on Monday evening, 
April 7th, and all councillors were 
present with Mayor HH. Lynch- 
Staunton in the chair. 

Two applications were received 
for town building lots, and a one- 
year lease was given to Canadian 
Oil Co. on the’ power house 
property 

A communication from Calgary 
Power Company adivised that ef- 
fective from December 24th the 
minimum charge for domestic ser- 
vice had been reduced to $2.60 
vross, and $2.30 net per month: 
and that the basic service charge 
for commercial service had been 
reduced from 40c to 30c per month. 

1947 requisitions for the Dids- 
bury Municipal Hospital District 
were presented for the Town of 
Didsbury, asking for $4,589.79 
This is an increase over last vear's 
requisition, which was around 
$3700. 

A complaint was received that 
the town pump was out of order 
and Bill Moon was authorized to 
repair the pump as soon as pos- 
sible.

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WARBLE FLY CONTROL 
DISCUSSED AT MEETING 
IN MOUNTAIN VIEW HALL 


45 farmers attended the meeting 
on warble-fly control at Mountain 
View Hall on Monday, March 31st, 
with Garnet Tighe acting as chair- 
man. Mr. Hugh McPhail, District 
Agriculturist, reported that the dis- 
tricts east and west of Carstairs 
and east and west-of Olds had or- 
“anized and bought power sprayers 
to be used this spring. There was 
also a power sprayer in the West- 
cott district, It was hoped to make 
this a warble free area in time. Mr. 
McPhail said he believed farmers 
iost from S83 to S45 per untreated 
inimal. Southern Alberta, where 
treatment has been carried on for 
some time, is controlling this pest, 
he said 

Most of the farmers present had 
only small herds of cattle, which 
they were treating by hand. Sever- 
al said they believed compulsory 
treatment of all cattle within an 
area was necessary to be effective. 
While nothing definite was done 
in regards to a power sprayer for 
this district, Ken Burns suggested 
each farmer make a point of dis- 
cussing warble control with — his 
neighbors 

In answer to a question on Bangs’ 
disease Mr. McPhail said the best 
method of control at present  ap- 
peared to be calf vaccine. He also 
stated that the Government did not 
have sufficient Veterinary Inspec- 
tors at present to increase the ser- 
vices regarding TB testing of cattle

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DAYLIGHT SAVING TIME | 


The question of daylight saving time is again a sub-| 
ject of controversy, especially in Alberta where the city 
of Calgary has been given authority to advance its time 
by one hour this summer, while the city of Edmonton 
has been refused this request by the Legislature. 

During the war vears daylight saving tine was com- 
pulsory throughout the Dominion of Canada and as such 
there was little complaint. However, it seems absurd that 
one part of the province should operate on daylight sav- 
ing time, while other parts remain on standard time. If | 
the powers that be in Edmonton decide that fast time is 
advantageous then the Legislature should proclaim such 
aldaw and make it province wide. Othemvise we should all 
remain on standard time. We do not want any. half 
measures, 

Farmers in particular have protested against advanc- 
ed time during the summer. They claim that they work 
from dawn till dark anyway, and when the chores are 
finishe up at night they may have some free time and 
desire to take in o show or other entertainment in town 
If fast time is in effect they cannot take advantage of 
this extra entertainment because by the time they get to 
town everything has been close | up. The sine applies t 
early closing of stores. 

Some business men, on the other hand, claim they 
are entitled to an extra hour of daylight in the summer 
time to enjoy their favorite sports in the evening—and 
even contend that they should close up at. six o'clock 
Saturday evenings. Others have advocated remaining 
open all day Wednesday and closing at Saturday noon. 

There are both good and evil points in all these pro- 
posals, but the fact remains that no matter what hours 
of business, or plan of time is adopted, it should be uni- 
form all over the province—and better still, over the 
whole Dominion of Canada.
